HIGHER PRIGES FOR. PAPER 


AN ADVANCE IN VALUES ALL 
ALONG THE LINE. 


Brought About, Not by Combinations, 
but by an Increased Demand and 
Greatly improved Business Condi- 
tions. 
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One of those quiet movements for a gen- 
eral advanee of prices in the paper indus- 
try which originates once in a long time, 
no one khows just how or where, has been 
ielt the last month, and this week it took 
practical shape. It began with a sort of a 
skirmish on the part of certain firms who 
were feeling their way carefully to see how 
the trade would stand it. In some in- 
stances old customers were astonished at 
being met with a demand for higher rates 
on goods that had been selling for fixed 
prices. Such cases were rare, however, 
and the rule, thus far, is not to disturb the 
prevailing conditions with a long-standing 
client. A new one, though, is called upon 
to pay the advance which is levied, with 
some consideration as to the desirability 
of the order. 

In spite of ‘the fact that the summer 
months are coming on, when the paper 
trade is supposed to sag a particular- 
ly that in book, news and manilla, there 
seems hardly a will be an 
advance all along the line, and that it will 
come immediately. 

A thorough canvass of the different de- 
partments in the paper field by Tue Paper 
TraDE JouRNAL representative shows that 
nearly every manufacturer is of this opin- 
ion, and so, even, are some of the dealers, 
though the latter say that the matter has 
not yet come to their personal observation. 
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very few paper concomitants that is not 
advancing in price.” 

Bleached soda has been slowly ascending 
from 1.85 cents to 1.95, or 2 cents deliv- 
ered. Now 2 cents at the mill is de- 
manded. 

Glazed paper men predict an advance of 
20 per cent. in that field. Manillas are 
scheduled to take on one-eighth of a cent, 
and blank book and ledger paper manu- 
facturers already demand from one-halt to 
one cent advance. 

Dealers and jobbers this week were met 
with all sorts of surprises, and not a few 
unpleasant dénouements took place, in sev- 
‘eral instances olf customers turning away 
in disgust. 

Inquiries yesterday of news paper man- 
ufacturers developed the fact that this 
product is also to share in the general rise. 
At the office of the International Paper 
Company no one would say anything for 
publication, but it was learned from other 
sources that the advance has been planned 
for about 15 or 18 cents per hundred, and 
is to be inaugurated very shortly. 

“We expect a great wail on the part of 
the newspapers,” said one manufacturer. 
“They browbeat the manufacturers before 
until the latter formed a consolidation to 
protect themselves, and if it had not been 
for this some of the makers would have 
gone under. An advance of this intent 
will not affect them’ mich, but will 
mean a great deal to the manufacturer. 

“At the present time the small mills are 
not making a cent. With their larger cap- 
italizations they cannot pay any dividends, 
and an advance in price is the only thing 
that will save them.” 

“Is the International likely to take the 
lead in this move?”

The McEwan Patent. 


Manufacturers of newspaper board are 
gradually coming to a settlement of the dii- 
ficulties in which they found themselves 
when the McEwan patent on the manu- 
facture of newspaper board was confirmed. 
A number of them have been in conference 
at the Hotel Manhattan in this city for two 
days during the present week, and have 
discussed details reported to them by a 
committee which was appointed at the 
meeting held about two weeks ago. Noth- 
ing has as yet been absolutely settled, but 
the proposition which finds favor atid 
which will probably be carried out is tiat 
a company shall be formed to purchase the 
patent, and that each manufacturer who 
desires to make newspaper board shall be- 
come a stockholder. 

It is understood that the McEwan Broth- 
ers Company are to receive in cash or in 
stock of the new company, or in both in 
some proportion, from $500,000 to $600,- 
ooo, and that each manufacturer shall sub- 
scribe to the stock of the company in the 
proportion of $5a0 per ton of his daily out- 
put. The company will then issue licenses 
to the stockholders to manufacture newspa- 
per board at a stipulated royalty. This 
proposition will probably be carried out 
on about these lines. The manufacturers 
are so well satisfied that they will be able 
to carry out the plan that a number of them 
have withdrawn from the National Pulp 
Board Association; which is the organiza 
tion of manufacturers of newspaper board,

MAKE AN APPEAL. 


The Contention that Old Gunny Bag- 
ging Should Be Imported Free of 
Duty Will Be Fought to the End— 
Manufacturers Interested. 





In spite of alleged authoritative reports 
published to the contrary, an appeal is to 
be taken from the decision of the United 
States Appraisers placing a duty of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem on old gunny bagging, 
and the contention will be fought to the 
bitter end, backed by able legal talent and 
plenty of money. 

The Train, Smith Company, early this 
week, decided to make a test of one of its 
cases brought to appeal .on the first hear- 
ing, and the law firm of Comstock & 
Brown was retained to take charge of it. 
Col. S. P. Train spent two days in the 
city arranging the preliminaries, and had 
several conferences with officers of the 
Union Bag and Paper Company, which 
is taken to mean that this wealthy corpo- 
ration will take a hand in the fight. 


This is further established by the fact 
that the Union Bag and Paper Company 
has sent to Secretary Gage, of the Treas- 
ury Department, an exhaustive protest, 
setting forth the injustice of the decision 
in much the same terms that Mr. Com- 
stock presented in his brief. Some of the 
paper stock importers have little faith in 
this step, believing that it will meet the 
same fate as many another protest and be 
indefinitely pigeon-holed. On the other 
hand, it is pointed out that Mr. Was- 
burne, of the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany, being a relation by marriage of Sec- 
retary Gage, may be able to have the pro- 
test considered immediately. 





Mr. Comstock expressed dissatisfaction 
over this protest to a representative of 
| Tne Paper Trade Journar. “The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury,” he said, “has no 
power to revoke the decision, and it will 
do no good. By taking it to the United 
States District Court, which we propose 
to do, there will be some chance for the 
plaintiffs, as the decision is certainly un- 
just and I do not believe it can stand.” 

Mr. Comstock will not attempt to show 
that old gunny bagging is not used for 
outside purposes, such as making oakum, 
horse blankets, yarn, etc.; but he will 
show that the vast proportion is used for 
paper stock, and he will cite precedents to 
show that such proof has been considered 
of enough value to merit the decision. As 
to the evidence on this subject he says: 





_ The Government exhausted its faculties 
in showing the extent of these outside 
uses. The trained experts of the special 
service, extending all over the country, 
were put on the hunt. Unwilling wit- 
nesses were haled before the board by 
subpeena. Evidence was taken on different 
days, at an interval of weeks. The wit- 
nesses stated, on direct or cross examina- 
tion, that they were the only concerns 
picking the substance in issue into shoddy. 
One statement was that there were but four 
such establishments in the country. It is 
clear that substantially the entire amount 
of these uses was cumulated on the record. 
Yet in all, the witnesses testified to less 
than 12,000 bales per annum. 

The importers evidence was far less 
commensurate with the total use for paper 
making. It was all taken on one day. Not 
a subpoena was issued. Many importers 
were absent, and the proofs showed that 
only a tithe of the peose makers testified, 

who work this stock. 
Yet the personal knowledge of these wit- 
nesses covered 160,000 bales per year of 
this stock, and every bale of it converted 
into paper. So that even on the “figures 
directly proven 92% per cent. of the total 
goes into paper, and 7% per cent. to all 
else. But the facts are still more one- 
sided. Statistics tells us that the American 
cotton crop 1$ 11,000,000 bales per year. 
It takes 15 pounds of nny to cover one 

ale of cotton, ence 165,000,000 
pounds of this waste bagging come into 
existence yearly, or 330,000 bales of 500 
pounds each.

The sulphite men 
can lay out $1,000,000 on this patent and 
then double their profits. They could have 
done it two years ago and have made. up 
every cent of it by now. If they are level 
headed the others will lose no time in fol- 
lowing Mr. Rogers’ example. 

“Another point to note is that the con- 
sumers of this product made by infringing 
mills. are just as liable to be sued as the 
manufacturers themselves, and it may not 
be long before they, too, are asked to 
settle.” 


“Gentle Annie,” a thoroughbred gray 
mare, sixteen hands high, the property oi 
Mr. Percy Herrick, of the Train, Smith 
Company, ran her first trial heat at Raubs- 
ville, Pa., on Saturday last! with woeful re- 
sults.

Representatives of nineteen card and 
glazed paper manufacturing companies met 
at the Murray Hill Hotel this week, and 
after holding several sessions and partak- 
ing of a twelve-course dinner, adjourned, 
to meet again in the near future.

National Pulp Board Association. 





On Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week the board of directors of the National 
Pulp Board Association met in their of- 
fices at the Times Building. The interest- 
ing feature was the withdrawal of five 
firms which will probably become members 
of the new news board concern. 

The McEwan Brothers Company headed 
the list, and after it came the Uncas Paper 
Company, these two being the largest of 
the news board manufacturers, and then the 
Stony Brook Paper Company, the Stony 


Downs. There are still several more news 
board men to sever their connection with 
the National, leaving eleven members. 

The parting did not cause any bad feel- 
ing whatever, and was not unexpected, 
these firms could not afford to pay the new 
McEwan Company a royalty and a tonnage 
also to the National. 

“We are glad,” said one of the directors, 
“that the new company is to be organized. 
It will not only steady the news board 
trade, because the holders of the McEwan 
patent can dictate to the outsiders, but it 
will have a good effect all around. The 
straw and news board men have been dis- 
turbing characters in maintaining prices for 
some time, and this will change all that.” 

The National does not expect any clash 
with the new concern. It will simply cut 
news board out of its price list and continue 
as before. As for the much-talked-of com- 
bine that was to include news, fibre and 
wood board interests, that will probably. be 
shelved for the time being. It is not ex- 
pected that anything will be done to that 
end before fall. 

The National Pulp Board Association de- 
cided to maintain the price which has pre- 
vailed with ene exception for four years.

A Traveling Salesman’s Story of the Degree 


of Prosperity Throughout 
the West. 





Mr. Charles Beebe, of the Maryland 
Clay Company, has just returned from 
thoroughly canvassing the realm of the 
Western paper industry, and his incidental 
chat is as interesting as a stereopticon lec- 
ture. Armed with samples of natural white 
clay, during. his trip he penetrated into 
every locality that promised business, and 
observed carefully what was doing. In 
Michigan they are still snowbound and 
arctic blasts chill the marrow of a tender- 
foot, but everywhere the mills are hum- 
ming merrily and not a plant but has all 
the orders it can fill. 

“The Wolverine mill at Kalamazoo,” 
said Mr.- Beebe, “has had a very unpleas- 
ant experience with smallpox, which was 
introduced by rags shipped from St. Louis. 
Twenty-six employees were taken ill be- 
fore the disease could be checked, and five 
or six deaths resulted. 
have now disappeared, 


The last vestiges 
however, and the 
quarantine has been raised by the health 
authorities. Mr. Clinton, the manager, 
sent his family East, but stuck to his post 
throughout, and now has his hands full 
disposing of the accumulated orders. 

“The Bryant Paper Company at Kala- 
mazoo,” continued Mr. Beebe, “has one of 
the best plants I saw on the trip. It has 
the advantage of a splendid location, and 
is making, under the management of Mr. 
Milham, formerly with the Bardeen Paper 
Company, a very superior quality of pa 
per. They are just about to put in another 
new machine. 

“The Bardeen Paper Company at Ot- 
sego, by the way, is the whole town. The 
three mills are running to their full capa- 
city, and if they were removed there would 
be no town there. They are turning out 
the best of book paper, and are very little 
concerned about the proposed trust, and

“The Kalamazoo Paper Company is 
now under the care of Mr. Hodge, who

“At Appleton, Wis., I met George West, 
Jr., who came out to confer with Mr.

Low prices constitute 
an evil which cannot be corrected in pe- 
riods of depression, and one which is usu- 
ally the last to be corrected on the return 
of prosperity, but the demand for paper is 
now so strong and so insistent that manu- 
facturers are able to refuse undesirable 
business if they choose, and to accept only 
such as adapts itself to advancing prices. 

The movement toward higher prices in 
this city is not the consequence of the 
tendency toward consolidation, and it can 
hardly be said to be the result of concerted 
action, although the manufacturers undoubt- 
edly know each what the other is doing. 
Book and manilla papers have been 
marked up quite materially, and undoubt- 
edly other grades will follow into line. It 
is more than possible that news may be 
worth a fraction more a few weeks hence 
than it is to-day, and it is a reasonable cer- 
tainty that prices will not be cut down 
again.

ent. Such a condition of affairs need not 
trouble the Philadelphia dealers, however. 
The printers will have work enough to do 
to make them liberal buyers of paper, 
even if the orders are not in sight at pres- 


ent.

(55) C. C. A. B., Toronto, Ont. 
Question.—What is the average cost 0' 
making sulphite pulp? That is, what is the 
average cost per pound for making it in 
mills in different sections of the country? 


Answer.—It is impossible to give an ex 
act answer to the above query for the rea- 
son that no one knows exactly what it 
actually costs to make sulphite in any sec- 
tion of the country save in mills personally 
owned, and then the owners thereof seem 
greatly disinclined to tell what it costs. 
There are three principal points that gov- 
ern the cost of making sulphite and any 
number of little things, all of which must 
be taken -into careful’ consideration and 
should be studied on the premises. To be- 
gin: The three principal things are the 
cost of wood, the cost of coal and the cost 
of labor. 

The other items include interest on plant, 
depreciation, taxes, shipping facilities and 
the “know-how” of the establishment, and 
the latter varies in different mills so much 
as to greatly affect. the cost of production. 
If there could be any such thing as an 
average cost of production among United 
States mills I should estimate it at one 
cent per pound. 

But in order to make pulp at this rate the 
mill must be a good one, well operated 
and of considerable size. It costs but 
little more to operate a 40-ton mill than it 
does a 10-ton concern, for the same things 
have to be done in both, the only differ- 
ence being in the use of more material and 
a little more labor. The same routine of 
gas making, chipping and digesting. has to 
be gone through for both the little and the 
| big mill. 

It is not always the mil] using the cheap- 
| est material that is able to turn out pulp 
at the least cost. For instance, the Lau- 
| rentide mills are working probably a little 
| below the one cent cost. There wood in 
the mill costs about $2.30 per cord, coal 
about $2.25 per ton, and labor is very 
cheap, the unskilled probably working for 
less than $1 per day. Floating past this 
mill is the wood to be used in some New 
York State mills, where the wood costs 
more than double what it does in Grande 
Mére. Yet the difference in cost of paper 
is very littke—probably not over two dol- 
lars per ton—and I am of the belief that 
there is not that much difference in cost, 
| even though wood costs $4.50 or $5, coal 
| $4 to $5, and labor $40 to $50. 


In Norway and Sweden, where wood 
and labor are both very cheap, sulphite 
pulp costs from 110 to 120 kroners per ton, 
and as 10 kroners equal $2.56, the cost 
would be from $28.16 to $30.72 per ton— 
about .014 to .o15 cents per pound. Swe- 
dish methods are too antiquated. The 
processes may be all right, but the ways 
| and means are not up to date. 

Therefore, to sum up: a mill making 
sulphite pulp for less than one cent per 
pounds at the head of the procession, and 
it should be the aim of all mills to make 
| sulphite for one cent.

Question—What is known as “cotton 
bleaching” and “linen bleaching”? Is 
there any difference between the treatment 
| necessary for cotton and linen? 

Answer.—These terms apply more par- 
ticularly to textile operations, but adapta- 
tions thereof may prove useful to paper 
makers. What is known as the “alkali 
boil” is used in bleaching cotton, a hot 
one-half per cent. solution of caustic 
soda, NaOH, being used, and the non-cel- 
lulose impurities driven out in a single 
treatment. Linen, on the other hand, re- 
quires exposures of six or seven hours with 
dilute solutions of the hyporhlorites, the 
operations being repeated until the impuri- 
ties are finally eliminated. The linen is also 
treated to exposure to sunlight and oxygen 
of the atmospheré and to washing and rub- 
bing in strong soap solutions, the “full 
linen” bleaching process occupying from 
three to six weeks. 


(57) K. U. N., Bridgeport, Conn. 
Question —How can I prevent streaking 
of the paper in the size vats? 


Answer.—Usually the trouble is met with 
when the paper is not passed through the 
second press. Then the rough underside 
of the sheet does not take up the size well; 
and streaks sometimes result. A probable 
cure Wwill-be a strip of board set close to the 
dipping roll, so the paper must pass be- 
tween.. This spreads the size evenly over 
the paper andthe streaks disappear.

Yesterday, Patriots’ Day, being a holi- 
day in this State, the city trade finds itself 
overcrowded to-day, with yesterday’s busi- 
ness added to the demands of to-day. 
Every paper jobbing house got an extra 
jarge mail this morning, which is keeping 
them pretty busy. And so when ques- 
tioned concerning the state of trade deal- 
ers say that business is rushing. 

For several weeks past reports have been 
very encouraging, and business still favors 
cheerful reports. There is certainly a very 
large movement of paper going on, and 
mills are having all they can do to keep 
up with the demand. ‘ 

Even book mills report a greatly im- 
proved demand, and conditions are so fa- 
vorable that some manufacturers are quot- 
ing higher prices. 

Manilla papers are very firm, and job- 
bers feel themselves in luck to get their or- 
ders filled in reasonable time. 

Representatives of book mills and of the 
coated paper manufacturers were seen in 
town this week, but they. were unable to 
give any information concerning the pro- 
posed combinations in those lines. Some 
manufacturers are inclined to think that 
“it’s all talk” so far, although they admit 
something may develop from it. 

The writing paper combination is ac- 
cepted as a fact, and the announcement of 
its completion and policy is anxiously 
awaited. 

There is nothing of special interest go- 
ing on in the paper stock market, busi- 
ness not being very active. 

On Tuesday last the Underwriters’ Sal- 
vage Company sold at public auction the 
paper stock recovered from the steamer 
Norseman, which went on the rocks off 
Marblehead a few weeks ago. There were 
231 bales of Egyptian blue rags and 118 
bales of gunny bagging, consigned to Ed- 
win Butterworth & Co. The rags were 
sold at an average price of $2 a bale, the 
Windsor Paper Company, of Windsor 
Locks, Conn., and Hamberger Brothers, 
of this city, being the purchasers.

of Log Driving. 
WATERTOWN, N. Y., April 20, 1899. 
The Adirondack lumbermen report that 


there is still a large quantity of snow in 
the woods, and they are fearful that when 
the thaw comes it will come with a rush, 
raising the water in Black River and its 
tributaries unusually high. A heavy flood 
is as unwelcome to the lumberman as an 


insufficient flow. since with a heavy flood

the logs are sent high on the banks, entail- 
ing much extra labor in getting them back 
into the channel. Log-hauling is now fast 
coming to a close, and the lumbermen are 
returning home. There are quite a num? 
ber of logs in the woods yet, which. prob- 
ably will not be landed this spring, unless 
the weather during this month is very fa- 
vorable. 

At the river banks below South Colton, 
where teams are unloading, it is a remark- 
able sight to see the loads that are hauled 
by teams, some of them having on twelve 
standards. The men along the small 
streams are now anxiously waiting for the | 
river to get back into its natural channel 
so that they can begin their drives. Owing 
to the increase in the wood pulp and sul- 
phite business an unusually large quantity 
of logs has been cut during the past win- 
ter, 7,000,000 feet on the main branch of 
the De Grasse being ready to start. Edwin 
Dean has taken the contract of peeling all 
the bark on the Parish tract, and it has 
been reported that he expects to give em- 
ployment to about two hundred men in or- 
der to enable him to complete this work. 
He expects to begin about the middle of 
May. 

The Taggarts Paper Company’s big 
drive is ready to be started. Part of the 
drive wiil stop at Felt’s Mills and part at 
Great Bend to furnish the mills which are 
located at these places. 

Black River, in this vicinity, is rapidly | 
becoming muddy, owing to the warm 
weather of the past week, which must have 
melted a great deal of snow. Its waters 
have been rising since Friday, and are con- 
stantly increasing. The stream’s speed is 
already swiit, but hopes are entertained 
that a large amount of surplus water will 
get out of the way before the spring rains 
set in. The oversupply embarrasses the 
mills all along the river, although none of 
them have been obliged to shut down on 
this account, but the majority are running 
on decreased speed. 


Value of Fire Protection. 


A fire started in the mills of the Tag- 
garts Paper Company, at Felt’s Mills, the 
latter part of last week, but because of the 
excellent fire protective system in exist- 
ence there the damage was slight. The 
blaze started in the shipping shed at the 
end of the paper machine room. It is con- 
jectured that some careless workman light- 
ed his pipe and a spark flew into some pa- 
per and ignited it. There are kept in this 
shed large quantities of colored paper 
shavings, which are sorted, baled and sent 
to the company’s storehouses along the 
river. It is assumed that the blaze started 
in these shavings. The blaze was discov- 
ered by some of the night force. The 
men have been trained in what to do in a 
case of emergency, and in a short time the 
sprinkler system, with which the mill is 
splendidly protected, was doing its work. 
The fire was quenched in a few minutes. 
The building was damaged to the extent of 
$100, and $400 worth of paper, about 20 
was soaked and ruined. The entire 
loss is covered by insurance, which has 
been adjusted. 

The St. Regis Paper Company's bids for 
the proposed hydraulic canal at Great 
Bend, on the east side of the river, were 
opened on the 15th inst., at the-office of 
the company’s engineer, Frank A. Hinds, 
in the Flower Building, this city. There 
was a large attendance of bidders, repre- 
senting some of the largest contractors of 
the East. Each bidder was required to 
deposit a certified check for $5,000. The 
lowest bid, a little over $120,000, was from 
Dyer & Huntington, of Buffalo. Out of

Improvements at Dexter. 
Improvements are still going on around 
the sulphite mill at Dexter. The new boil- 
er house is now completed and four boilers 
are in. place and bricked up. The new 
7-foot sheet-iron flue connecting the new 


| boilers with the chimney is now being put 


in. The flue connects with the new boil- 
ers, crosses into the oil boiler house above 
the road and then turns an elbow and en- 
ters the smoke-stack. On the north side 
of the mill the work is blasting and ex- 
cavating. The canal is to be widened at 
the mouth about 12 or 15 feet, the work 
to extend up the canal from the mouth 
about ten rods, the object being to gain 
power by forming a pond of reserve water 
which will not be drawn down when the 
wheels start. At present the opening to 
the wheel pit is large enough to draw down 
the head at the mill, causing considerable 
loss of power. It is thought that enough 
will be gained in this way to furnish power 
for the new machine shop. The-earth and 
the rock from the excavation are being 
used in grading and leveling the company’s 
lots in front of the mill. 

Stebbins & Richter, constructing engi- 
neers and sulphite machinery experts, are 
meeting with success. They have a num- 
ber of good jobs in sight which promise 
to keep them busy for some time. They 
will soon be installed in a downtown office 
in a good location, where they will be able 


| to more conveniently transact | busi- 


ness. 

Charles H. Remington, manager of the 
Remington mills, recently purchased by 
the International Paper Company, is look- 
ing for a suitable office in this city as a sort 
of a central point, convenient to both sets 
of mills.

This machine is installed and is re- 
ceiving the finishing touches. The new 
mill will receive its wood pulp supply from 
No. 4 wood mill, which is adjacent to it. 
There will be a large finishing department 
in the mill. 

The remains of Arthur Higby, who lost 
his life in Moose River, at Lyons Falls, 
last October, were found Tuesday after- 
noon by Eugene Carton, a teamster. Mr. 
Higby was aged about twenty-eight years 
and the son of Jackson Higby, of Col- 
linsville. He was in the employ of Hon.

More Orders for Paper Than Can Be Filled 
—Price of Book Paper Is Ad- 


vancing. 
APPLETON, Wis., April 18, 1899. 


Trade continues very brisk in this valley. 
As an evidence of the changed condition 
of things from what they were within easy 
remembrance, a manufacturer said to your 
correspondent to-day: “I am hustling to 
Catch that 4:08 train for Chicago this after- 
noon, and I’m not going down there to 
get business, either. I am going down to 
try to pacify some of my customers who 
are making life miserable for me by their 
uninterrupted calls for meee that I can- 
not furnish them.” 

About the only. change a market condi- 
tions here is the strengthening of the price 
of supercalendered book. It is hard to 
say just how much the price has benefited, 
but one manufacturer gives it ‘as his judg- 
ment that an average of I5\cents 
a hundred has been made. Quite a hum- 
ber of the mills had been @0ing off \ of 
paper of this character on account of the 
low price. It is said that the pice will 
have to strengthen quite a little more be- 
fore some of them go back to it again. 

The ice is still quite firm in Lake Winne- 
bago, but there are signs that a break-up 
may be expected before very long. The 
water is rising slowly, and as soon as real 
warm weather comes there will be an un- 
usual quantity of water, as the snow is still 
very deep about the headquarters of the 
streams feeding the lake. 

The Neenah Paper Company has of late 
been making a number of important im- 
provements about its plant, some of which 
are already completed, while others are 








still going on. A new Abendroth & 
Root steam boiler of 300 horse-power 
has been put in, and steam was 


raised on it for the first time to-day. A 
new Corliss engine of about 150 horse- 
power is now being put in place. This en- 
gine will be used to run one of the paper 
machines and the finishing room, and if 
occasion should make it necessary it would 
be able to run another paper machine also. 
The new steam boiler has been provided 
with American mechanical stokers. Two 
new rope drives are being put in to furnish 
better transmission of motive power. A 
new duster has also been placed in the rag 
room. 


Improvements at Quinnesec. 

No new contracts for machinery for the 
Quinnesec mill of the Kimberly & Clark 
Company have been awarded since those 
referred to last week. It is expected that 
the contracts for the steam boilers will be 
let on Thursday of this week. This will 
be a nice contract, as about 1,600 horse- 
power will be required. It is understood 
that the company has decided to use 
water-tube boilers.’ A large filter plant 
will also be required, and negotiations for 
it are now pending. The contract for the 
paper machines also has not yet been 
awarded. 

It is reported here that the managers of 
the proposed book paper trust have made 
arrangements to secure the patents con- 
trolling the reclaiming process which is so 
vital to the economical manufacture of soda 


pulp. By this process 85 per cent. of the 
soda ash is recovered to be used over 
again. If this is true it can be easily seen 


that it would be very difficult for institu- 
tions outside the trust to compete with it. 
This is along the line pointed out last 
week in this correspondence as one of the

NEW MACHINERY. 


New Forms of Couch Rolls, Celi Case and 


Paper Folding Machines and Filters 
Recently Patented. 





Couch rolls with a yielding surface are 
so much in demand that the outside of the 
roll is sometimes covered with, layers of 
sponge. When this is done it is necessary 
to fasteh on the sponge, wet it and turn 
the sponge after freezing it. 

An invention to take the place of the 
above, also of felt-covered couch rolls, is 
illustrated herewith, which shows a roll 
covered with rolls of sponge, the rolls be- 


ing offset against each other, the rolls 
being formed of strips of sponge cut 
about 134 inches wide, the small pieces 


and trimmings being placed on one end of 
a strip and the whole tightly rolled. The 
end of the sponge roll next to the staves 
of the couch roll is then trimmed evenly,

Some Information About Rag Dusters of 
Various Sorts—Star, Railroad, Devil 
Thresher, Etc, 


First-class paper cannot be made from 
dirty stock—that is a fundamental truth 
which is quickly learned by the paper 
maker. But how to obtain clean rags, that 
is something not so easily learned. In 
fact, it is impossible to obtain from old

rags half stuff which is perfectly free from 
foreign substances. Still, paper makers 
come so near it that a well-known quality 
of “bond” paper is made not only from 
"thirds' and blues,” but from oily and 
greasy rags as well. 

But, in order to do as above noted, the 
paper maker must use the best machinery,

not be content with running the stock 
through two dusters, one before cutting 
and one afterwards, but he must have a 
series of dusters, sometimes using four or 
five.

This machine is known as the thresher or 
opener duster, and is used on dirty rags, 
old papers and other stock which needs 
severe treatment, but not quite so much as 
when the devil duster is used.

The construction of the machine is such 
that a central drum or roll,armed with steel 
teeth or pins, revolves about a semicircu- 
lar wire screen, and below a stout beam, on 
which a row of teeth is placed. To, oper- 
ate, the sliding door is opened, as shown 
in the engraving, the loose rags thrown 
into the machine, then door closed and the 
machine started. After threshing the re- 


quired length of time a similar door 
is opened on the opposite side of the 
machine, and the rags are discharged 


there. 

Three pulleys are shown, two belts being 
used, one open and one crossed in order 
that the motion of the machine may be re- | 
versed at will. 

When very dirty stock is to be handled, 
the cone or “devil” duster is brought into 
service. This machine, as shown by Figs. 
3 and 4, consists of a cone set with strong 
steel pins, arranged in a spiral, as shown 
by Fig. 4, with a semicircular wire netting 
below, and a strong semicircular iron 
banded curb above, as shown by Fig. 3. 
Rows of steel pins, similar to those in tlie 
roll, are set in the curb, one end of one 
row thereof being visible in both en- 
gravings. The wire screen and heavy curb 
are fitted close to the end of pins on the 
cone, the taper of which causes the stock 
to gradually feed along from the small to 
the large end of the cone, where it is dis 
charged usually upon an apron or some 
other form of conveyer. 

It is not well to run long rags, or strings. 
into either this duster or the thresher, un- 
less first coarsely cut. While the devil dus 
ter is just the thing for jute and old rope, 
both cut short before running 
through this machine.

The wheat duster also has four agitator: 
or stirrers just above the wire, as shown by 
Fig. 10, and their action is fully shown 
by Fig. 11, the rags being constantly 
thrown into the air as often as they fall 
back upon the apron, by ‘the action of one 
or more of the whippers or agitators. — 

This duster is for all grades of rags of 
which fige or book papers are made, and it 
is claimed that by its use it is possible to 
clean inferior rags to such a degree that 
they can be used for a better grade of 
paper than is possible when this duster is 
not used. 

But one apron is shown in the engrav- 
ings, yet the wheat duster is made double 
or triple, two or three aprons and whip- 
pers being arranged, one above the other, 
in the same frame and housing. 


If a man has but little money with which

Special Methods Required in the Treatment 
of Paper and Pulp Mil 
Machinery. 





There are a number of pieces of ma- 
chinery and certain systems of power trans- 
mission in paper and paper pulp mills that 
require special methods of lubrication. 
The acids used in connection with the re- 
duction of raw material to pulp and its 
manufacture into paper board have a tend- 
ency to affect the oils which are employed 
in the lubrication of the journals. 

In the preliminary departments of paper 
and paper pulp making, the wood cutting 
and the rag cutting machines need special 
oiling arrangements owing to thé presence 
of dust and fine particles of foreign matter 
which get into the oil cups, clog oil.chan- 
nels and thicken and gum the lubricants to 
such extent that fires are frequently started 
in consequence of the igniting of the dry 
powder in the larger journals. 

In the department of glazing and calen- 
dering paper, the steam which is used in 
the calender rolls for imparting the proper 
finish often contacts with the oils or 
greases in the roll journals, causing the lu- 
bricant to lose its intensity, and, when 
ground with the wastages of the bearing, 
run along the shaft of the roll and stain the 
paper in its passage through the machine. 
Again there are certain liquors employed 
in the paper pulp mills which are very det- 
rimental to lubricants. 

The sulphite liquors which are used by 
those mills manufacturing their product 
from wood quickly interfere with the lubri- 
cating qualities of the best of oils when 
they contact. It is the custom of the wri- 
ter, therefore, to investigate the conditions 
under which the lubricating oils are used 
in paper and paper pulp mills, before ac- 
cepting the word of the proprietor or su- 
perintendent of the plant that certain oils 
or greases are not performing what was 
claimed for them. 


A Case IIMustrated. 


A very simple occurrence can change the 
value of an oil as a lubricant in the esti- 
mation of a paper mill owner. I had fur- 
nished a fairly good brand of machine oil 
to the mill and on my return trip was sur- 
prised when informed that the oil was not 
working satisfactorily. I went into the 
mill and saw the machines on which the oil 
was used. These machines were heavy 
wood grinders and digesters. The heavy 
journals of both kinds of these machines 
were oiled with the lubricant in question, 
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ings of the wood grinders were running | ends are closed by means of flanges, which | brush and the tube arranged to project 


freely, without heating or grinding, and the 
parts were clean. 


The main bearings of the digesters were | 


a mass of yellowish, sticky, caked sub- 
stance and some of them were hot. Here 
in the same room were bearings of differ- 
ent machines running under widely differ- 
ent conditions from the standpoint of lwbri- 
cation, yet with the same oil. This was 
plain to the proprietor, yet he claimed that 
the oil was at fault. The fact that the same 
oil proved a perfect lubricant for the bear- 
ings of other machines in the same room 
had no weight with him. 

I collected some of the yellow, greasy 
mass from the journals of the digesters and 
analyzed it, with the result that it was found 
to contain large percentages of acids from 
the liquors used in the digesters. It seems 
that the acids would work along the shaft 
from the body of the machine to the bear- 
ing, where they mingled with the oil, de- 
stroying its lubricating qualities and caus- 
ing the formation of layers of gummed 
matters over the entire bearing. 

The remedy for this trouble was simple, 
consisting in cutting a groove at the end 
of each shaft about an inch from the box, 
and into this groove a piece of absorbing 
felt was placed. This felt would absorb the 
acid matter from the shaft, and none could 
reach the oils in the bearings, after which 
no more trouble was experienced. 

I also saw an ingenious plan for attach- 
ing a circular swab to a shaft next a bear- 
ing. This idea originated with a paper 
mill mechanic, and it accomplished good 
work. A strip of filleting is purchased 
from the brush makers of sufficient length 
to lap once around the shaft, and about 2 
inches wide. The fillet is a leather back 
with bristles 1 inch long. 

The manner of joining the ends is by 
sewing them together. The fillet is held 
in place by being attached to a bracket, 
which is set-screwed to the frame of the 
machine. The shaft can revolve in this ar- 
rangement and the bristles of the fillet will 
keep the shaft clear from acids or other 
liquids that happen to work their way 
along the shaft toward the shaft boxes. 


Closed Box Ends. 

The modern paper and paper pulp mill 
is provided with closed ends on some of 
the shaft boxes. The object is to keep the 
fumes of the bleaching tubs from penetrat- 
ing to the interior of the boxes and affect- 
ing the oils or greases used to lubricate the 
bearings. Unless these closed boxes are 
correctly adjusted they will cause as much 
trouble with the lubrication as if bleaching 
fumes were permitted to penetrate. The 
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must close up tight on the box sides. 

If the shaft alignment is not perfectly 
true, these flanges will bind and cause the 
box to heat. If there is trouble with boxes 
of this description, first level the shaft, 
using a spirit level for the purpose. The 
shaft and box may be depressed or elevated 
as the occasion requires by merely adjust- 


ing the locking nuts on the hanger bolts. | 


Then get the centre in line and bring up 
the flanges as close as possible without 
causing them to bind. The box should 
then work well and without heating.

cause for poor work of lubricating oils. If with a transparency almost like window 


the feet of flanges of the bottom frames | 
of a machine are set to the floor with a 
common wood screw, the chances are that 
the screw will draw out or loosen in time 
and let the frame of the machine shift. 
This, of course, changes the adjustment of | 
the bearings and trouble with the lubrica- 
tion ensues. The method of using lg 
screws for clamping a machine to the floor 
is not much better than the weak screw 
plan, as the screw portion will in time work 
loose from the wood, or perhaps pull out. 

When I find that the lubricating oils of a 
machine are hindered in their work 
through lack of the machine having a firm 
hold to the floor, I direct the carpenter of 
the mill to turn out the defective screws, 
bore holes through the floor, and substitute 
complete bolts. The bolt is put up through 
the holes from below, with the heads on 
washers, and, after passing the bolts 
through the foot of the machine, nuts are 
put on and tightened, resulting in a secure 
fastening to the floor. 


Lubrication of Paper Friction Wheels. 

Paper friction wheels are now in use in 
some paper manufacturing plants, in which 
one wheel contacts with another, the one 
driving the other through frictional con- 
tact of the surfaces. It is a new combina- 
tion, and not familiar to many oil men. 
The wheels are made of paper wound in 
layers on a mandrel, and unless the surfaces 
are occasionally lubricated they will dry 
out and crack, spoiling the wheel. 

In one mili they oiled the wheels once a 
week by daubing them with grease. The 
wheels slipped and gave bad service for 
several hours after until.the grease was 
absorbed and distributed. To secure a de- 
vice for oiling the wheels with a brush ar- 
rangement, which does away with the loss 
of several hours of work, as the wheels 
take the oil evenly and are ready for effect- 
ive service immediately, have an oil cup 
screwed into the top of a common hair

glass. To get this polish the calender rolls 
must be in good shape and well lubricated. 

In a mill recently visited by the writer 
they were running a calendering machine 
with several of the journals of the rolls in 
such poor condition that very imperfect re- 
sults were being obtained, even though a 
reliable grade of oil was in use. One of 
the roll bearings was found to be in very 
poor condition, and some of the others 
were almost as bad. The end was so badly 
worn that the box cap of the adjusting 
journal settled down out of line. In order 
to convince the mill proprietor of the im- 
provement which might be had by putting 
new ends on such rolls, I had the millwright 
remove the roll and fit it up with a casting 
box, which was filled with sand, forming a 
new mold for the new end. 

The sides were packed with sand and 
then hot metal was poured into the mold 
and permitted to run out until the worn 
end was heated red. Then the outlet was 
plugged and the hot metal again poured 
until the mold was filled to the end. This 
was cooled, forming a new end over the 
stub of the worn one, the same size as the 
original, and when replaced in the machine 
the work of the calender was much im- 
proved, with the same brands of lubricating 
oils. 

Paper mill machinery requires secure fit- 
tings, especially on bearings which call for 
effective lubrication. If the cap nuts work 
loose, use a lock nut. Do not make the 
mistake usually made and put the lock nut 
on top, in which event the bottom nut takes 
all the strain and weight. Put the locking 
nut underneath and the larger nut on top. 
—Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.

The Maine Lumber Cut. 





Maine’s two great lumber rivers—the 
Penobscot and the Kennebec—will have 
about 250,000,000 feet of logs this year, of 
which 50,000,000 feet will be for the sup- 
ply of pulp mills, according to a local ex- 
change. The Penobscot cut is as fol- 
lows: West Branch, 50,000,000 feet: East 


Branch, 32,000,000 feet; Mattawamkeag, 
22,000,000 feet; Piscataquis, 15,000,000; 
Passadumkeag, 9,000,000 feet; making 


a total of 128,000,000 feet. This cut does 
not include certain small brook drives or 
the logs held up last season, which latter 
include some 4,000,000 feet belonging to 
Cornelius Murphy in Grand Lake. Of the 
Penobscot cut more than 100,000,000 feet 
logs, the balance going to 
feed the pulp mills. On the Kennebec the 
cut is approximately as follows: East 
branch and main river, 13,850,000 feet of 
saw logs and 7,000,000 feet of pulp logs: 
Dead River region, 23,050,000 feet of saw 
logs and 1,800,000 feet of pulp logs; Moose- 
head Lake, 24,900,000 feet of saw logs and 
9,400,000 feet of pulp logs. Moose River, 
15,475,000 feet of saw logs and 3,150,000 feet 
for pulp. This reaches a total of 77,275.- 
000 feet of saw logs and 24,000,000 teet of 
pulp logs, making the grand total of this 
year’s cut 101,675,000 feet. 

This cut on the Penobscot is about the 
same as has been the case for several 
years past, while on the Kennebec it is 
considerably larger than 1898. On the 
Androscoggin there is about the usual cut 
of saw logs, but a greatly increased cut of 
pulp logs. - 
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Pretty Dry Wood Pulp.

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Special Methods Required in the Treatment 
of Paper and Pulp Mill 
Machinery. 





There are a number of pieces of ,ma- 
chinery and certain systems of power trans- 
mission in paper and paper pulp mills that 
require special methods of lubrication. 
The acids used in connection with the re- 
duction of raw material to pulp and its 
manufacture into paper board have a tend- 
ency to affect the oils which are employed 
in the lubrication of the journals. 

In the preliminary departments of paper 
and paper pulp making, the wood cutting 
and the rag cutting machines need special 
oiling arrangements owing to the presence 
of dust and fine particles of foreign matter 
which get into the oil cups, clog oil.chan- 
nels and thicken and gum the lubricants to 
such extent that fires are frequently started 
in consequence of the igniting of the dry 
powder in the larger journals. 

In the department of glazing and calen- 
dering paper, the steam which is used in 
the calender rolls for imparting the proper 
finish often contacts with the oils or 
greases in the roll journals, causing the lu- 
bricant to lose its intensity, and, when 
ground with the wastages of the bearing, 
run along the shaft of the roll and stain the 
paper in its passage through the machine. 
Again there are certain liquors employed 
in the paper pulp mills which are very det- 
timental to lubricants. 

The sulphite liquors which are used by 
those mills manufacturing their product 
from wood quickly interfere with the lubri- 
cating qualities of the best of oils when 
they contact. It is the custom of the wri- 
ter, therefore, to investigate the conditions 
under which the lubricating oils are used 
in paper and paper pulp mills, before ac- 
cepting the word of the proprietor or su- 
perintendent of the plant that certain oils 
or greases are not performing what was 
claimed for them. 


A Case Illustrated. 

A very simple occurrence can change the 
value of an oil as a lubricant in the esti- 
mation of a paper mill owner. I had fur- 
nished a fairly good brand of machine oil 
to the mill and on my return trip was sur- 
prised when informed that the oil was not 
working satisfactorily. I went into the 
mill and saw the machines on which the oil 
was used. These machines were heavy 
wood grinders and digesters. The heavy 
journals of both kinds of these machines 
were oiled with the lubricant in question,

freely, without heating or grinding, and the 
parts were clean. 


The main bearings of the digesters were | 


a mass of yellowish, sticky, caked sub- 
stance and some of them were hot. Here 
in the same room were bearings of differ- 
ent machines running under widely differ- 
ent conditions from the standpoint of lwbri- 
cation, yet with the same oil. This was 
plain to the proprietor, yet he claimed that 
the oil was at fault. The fact that the same 
oil proved a perfect lubricant for the bear- 
ings of other machines in the same room 
had no weight with him. 

I collected some of the yellow, greasy 
mass from the journals of the digesters and 
analyzed it, with the result that it was found 
to contain large percentages of acids from 
the liquors used in the digesters. It seems 
that the acids would work along the shaft 
from the body of the machine to the bear- 
ing, where they mingled with the oil, de- 
stroying its lubricating qualities and caus- 
ing the formation of layers of gummed 
matters over the entire bearing. 

The remedy for this trouble was simple, 
consisting in cutting a groove at the end 
of each shaft about an inch from the box, 
and into this groove a piece of absorbing 
felt was placed. This felt would absorb the 
acid matter from the shaft, and none could 
reach the oils in the bearings, after which 
no more trouble was experienced. 

I also saw an ingenious plan for attach- 
ing a circular swab to a shaft next a bear- 
ing. This idea originated with a paper 
mill mechanic, and it accomplished good 
work. A strip of filleting is purchased 
from the brush makers of sufficient length 
to lap once around the shaft, and about 2 
inches wide. The fillet is a leather back 
with bristles 1 inch long. 

The manner of joining the ends is by 
sewing them together. The fillet is held 
in place by being attached to a bracket, 
which is set-screwed to the frame of the 
machine. The shaft can revolve in this ar- 
rangement and the bristles of the fillet will 
keep the shaft clear from acids or other 
liquids that happen to work their way 
along the shaft toward the shaft boxes. 


Closed Box Ends. 

The modern paper and paper pulp mill 
is provided with closed ends on some of 
the shaft boxes. The object is to keep the 
fumes of the bleaching tubs from penetrat- 
ing to the interior of the boxes and affect- 
ing the oils or greases used to lubricate the 
bearings. Unless these closed boxes are 
correctly adjusted they will cause as much 
trouble with the lubrication as if bleaching 
fumes were permitted to penetrate. The 


ings of the wood grinders were running ends are closed by means of flanges, which 


must close up tight on the box sides. 

If the shaft alignment is not perfecily 
true, these flanges will bind and cause the 
box to heat. If there is trouble with boxes 
of this description, first level the shaft, 
using a spirit level for the purpose. The 
shaft and box may be depressed or elevated 
as the occasion requires by merely adjust- 
ing the locking nuts on the hanger bolts. | 
Then get the centre in line and bring up 
the flanges as close as possible without | 
causing them to bind. The box should | 
then work well and without heating. 

The weak foundation of many machines 
in paper and paper pulp mills is the direct | 
cause for poor work of lubricating oils. If 
the feet of flanges of the bottom frames | 
of a machine are set to the floor with a 
common wood screw, the chances are that 
the screw will draw ot or loosen in time 
and let the frame of ‘he machine shift. 
This, of course, changes the adjustment of | 
the bearings and trouble with the lubrica- | 
tion ensues. The method of using lg 
screws for clamping a machine to the floor | 
is mot much better than the weak screw | 
plan, as the screw portion will in time work 
loose from the wood, or perhaps pull out. 

When I find that the lubricating oils of a | 
machine are hindered in their work | 
through lack of the machine having a firm 
hold to the floor, I direct the carpenter of 
the mill to turn out the defective screws, 
bore holes through the floor, and substitute 

| 





complete bolts. The bolt is put up through 
the holes from below, with the heads on 
washers, and, after passing the bolts 
through the foot of the machine, nuts are 
put on and tightened, resulting in a secure 
fastening to the floor. 


Lubrication of Paper Friction Wheels. 

Paper friction wheels are now in use in 
some paper manufacturing plants, in which 
one wheel contacts with another, the one 
driving the other through frictional con- 
tact of the surfaces. It is a new combina- 
tion, and not familiar to many oil men. 
The wheels are made of paper wound in 
layers on a mandrel, and unless the surfaces 
are occasionally lubricated they will dry 
out and crack, spoiling the wheel. 

In one mill they oiled the wheels once a 
week by daubing them with grease. The 
wheels slipped and gave bad service for 
several hours after until.the grease was 
absorbed and distributed. To secure a de- 
vice for oiling the wheels with a brush ar- 
rangement, which does away with the loss 
of several hours of work, as the wheels 
take the oil evenly and are ready for effect- 
ive service immediately, have an oil cup 
screwed into the top of a common hair 
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brush and the tube arranged to project 
through far enough to lubricate the 
bristles. . 

A rod is connected to the brush, and this 
rod is attached to the hub. The latter 
joins a hand rod, and the workman can 
hold the brush-oiling device above the top 
friction wheel for a few minutes about once 
a week, and readily distribute the oil on the 
surface. 

Calender rolls are of much importance 
in the finishing of paper. The paper man- 
ufacturer of to-day is obliged to get some- 
thing more than a fair polish and trans- 
parency on his finished stock. Glazed 
parchment must have an extreme polish, 
with a transparency almost like window 
glass. To get this polish the calender rolls 
must be in good shape and well lubricated. 

In a mill recently visited by the writer 
they were running a calendering machine 
with several of the journals of the rolls in 
such poor condition that very imperfect re- 
sults were being obtained, even though a 
reliable grade of oil was in use. One of 
the roll bearings was found to be in very 
poor condition, and some of the others 
were almost as bad. The end was so badly 
worn that the box cap of the adjusting 
journal settled down out of line. In order 
to convince the mill proprietor of the im- 
provement which might be had by putting 
new ends on such rolls, I had the millwright 
remove the roll and fit it up with a casting 
box, which was filled with sand, forming a 
new mold for the new end. 

The sides were packed with sand and 
then hot metal was poured into the mold 
and permitted to run out until the worn 
end was heated red. Then the outlet was 
plugged and the hot metal again poured 
until the mold was filled to the end. This 
was cooled, forming a new end over the 
stub of the worn one, the same size as the 
original, and when replaced in the machine 
the work of the calender was much im- 
proved, with the same brands of lubricating 
oils. 

Paper mill machinery requires secure fit- 
tings, especially on bearings which call for 
effective lubrication. If the cap nuts work 
loose, use a lock nut. Do not make the 
mistake usually made and put the lock nut 
on top, in which event the bottom nut takes 
all the strain and weight. Put the locking 
nut underneath and the larger nut on top. 
—Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.

The Maine Lumber Cut. 





Maine’s two great lumber rivers—the 
Penobscot and the Kennebec—will have 
about 250,000,000 feet of logs this year, of 
which 50,000,000 feet will be for the sup- 
ply of pulp mills, according to a local ex- 
change. The Penobscot cut is as fol- 
lows: West Branch, 50,000,000 feet: East 
Branch, 32,000,000 feet; Mattawamkeag, 
22,000,000 feet; Piscataquis, 15,000,000; 
Passadumkeag, 9,000,000 feet; making 
a total of 128,000,000 feet. This cut does 
not include certain small brook drives or 
the logs held up last season, which latter 
include some 4,000,000 feet belonging to 
Cornelius Murphy in Grand Lake. Of the 
Penobscot cut more than 100,000,000 feet 
is for saw logs, the balance going to 
feed the pulp mills. On the Kennebec the 
cut is approximately as follows: East 
branch and main river, 13,850,000 feet of 
saw logs and 7,000,000 feet of pulp logs: 
Dead River region, 23,050,000 feet of saw 
logs and 1,800,000 feet of pulp logs; Moose- 
head Lake, 24,900,000 feet of saw logs and 
9,400,000 feet of pulp logs. Moose River, 
15,475,000 feet of saw logs and 3,150,000 feet 
for pulp. This reaches a total of 77,275.- 
000 feet of saw logs and 24,000,000 teet of 
pulp logs, making the grand total of this 
year’s cut 101,675,000 feet. 

This cut on the Penobscot is about the 
same as has been the case for several 
years past, while on the Kennebec it is 
considerably larger than 1898. On the 
Androscoggin there is about the usual cut 
of saw logs, but a greatly increased cut of 
pulp logs. -

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Pretty Dry Wood Pulp. 


Our English contemporary, Paper and 
Pulp, tells of a carload of wood pulp which 
caught fire from the engine, and the blaze 
was only extinguished after forty minutes’ 
hard work by the train men as a bucket 
brigade.

From personal acquaintance with Amer- 
ican wood pulp, it seems that “Br’er John” 
has possession of a very desirable method 
of making wood pulp which is dry enough 
to catch fire from a passing spark, to say 
nothing of burning so furiously as to re- 
quire forty minutes’ work with fire buckets.

Why the Demand for Highly Glazed Paper 
Is Light—A New Hand-Made 
Paper Mit!,

There was published in Tart JourNAL 
of March 25 an extract from Industries and 
Iron, in which the writer’ gave as His em- 
phatic opinion that English makers were 
not yet able to imitate the American high- 
ly glazed paper for book printing. As a 
matter of fact, I do not consider the Brit- 
ish paper maker very much to blame in the 
matter. As regards the mailing of jotr- 
nals, our post office is most illiberal, not 
to say unjust, and a publisher who uses 
these heavy printings is taxed very heavily 
by the post office. There has been a con- 
stant agitation against these excessive 
charges, and some day or other we shall 
have fairer play. Then will be the oppor- 
tunity for the paper trade, and I predict 
that when the postage rates of weekly and 
rhonthly journals and magazines are low- 
ered there will be a very heavy demand for 
American high-class printings. As _ the 
writer says, there is a steady market at 
present here for American paper of this 
description, and if sales are not large it 
is simply because the demand is moderate. 
However, I am confident that the agitation 
against the post office rates will one day be 
successful, and then the business will boom 
and American makers must take care that 
they are on the lookout for their chance. 
As for the question of American news and 
sales here, I intend to say something in 
my next letter. 

Mr. Ernest E. Reed, one of the clever- 
est paper makers we have, and who has 
many friends on your side, is deserting us 
to-take the general management of the 
Dutch Paper Company, Limited, at 
Raamsdonk, Holland. Mr. Reed was 
manager of the London Paper Mills Com- 
pany, Limited. 

It is véry seldom nowadays that a hand- 
made paper mill is started, but a company 
has been formed to work an old mill near 
Kidderminster, which has been shut down 
for some years, but which was formerly 
worked by Thomas James & Co., and had 
a great name for hand-made paper. 


The Cotteshall Mills, Godalming, re- 
cently occupied by Mr. Herbert Spicer, are 
to be taken over and worked on lease by a 
new company called the Surrey Paper 
Mills, Limited, now in course of forma- 
tion. The mills will be brought up to 
date by the introduction of modern ma- 
chinery, and paper will be made from high- 
class wood pulps instead of from esparto 
grass, as hitherto. 

John Thomas & Co., Limited, has been 
registered, with a capital of $25,000 in 
$5 shares. The object of the new com- 
pany is to acquire and carry on the busi- 
ness of a plain and fancy box manufacturer 
and .wholesalé stationer carried on by J. 
Thomas, at Bridgwater, Taunton, Exeter, 
and Plymouth. 

The report of the directors of Messrs. 
Alexander Pirie & Sons, Limited, for the 
year ended 31st of December, 1808, shows 
a profit for the year of $214,204. Out of 
this a dividend at the rate of 4% per cent: 
per annum on preference shares, 6 per 
cent. on ordinary shares, and 2 per cent. 
on deferred shares has been paid. 

Mr. A. G. Pirie recently purchased the 
estate of Dunecht from the Earl of Craw- 
ford and Balcarres, and has now entered 
into possession. The mansion house and 
grounds, together with the chapel, are not 
equalled in the north of Scotland: The 
house alone is originally said to have cost 
$700,000. 

A patent has been taken out in England 
for the manufacture of iridescent paper. 
The white or colored paper to be treated 
is covered with a thin layer of an adhesive 
substance, such as a rosin varnish Or a s0- 
lution of @ gum: This dries quickly, arid 
when tacky 4 brilliant white powder is 
dusted over it: This may be dextrine, po- 
tato meal or asbestos powder, and gives 
different shades of color in refracted light.

| Great Activity in All Branches of Paper 


™, Making—Higher. Grades of Paper 
r Be Selling Wok.

There is in every department of the paper 
activity this week,

The manufacturers 
say that the higher grades of paper have 
sold particularly well for the past few days. 
All lines have been in good demand, but. if 
there is any preference it is toward thuse 
papers which will be handled principally 
by the fine writing paper combination. It 
is known that latge orders have been re- 
ceived by some of the mills for high-grade 
linen papers, and many good sized orders 
have come into the city within a week for

It is surmised in some of the mills that 


paper. One manufacturer stated this after- 
noon that in his opinion this was the case, 


among the jobbers and consumers that 
prices are to be higher. Another promi- 
nent manufacturer stated that he thought 
the fear of higher prices might have some- 
thing to do with the condition of trade, but 
most of the improvement in his opinion 
was due to better conditions: He thought 
that trade would be good even if prices 
were higher than at present. 

However, it is generally conceded among 
the mills that the fear of higher prices is 
driving in many orders which would 
otherwise be held back until later in the 
year, in the hope that the paper could be 
purchased at lower figures. This delay in 
ordering has been the cause of much 
trouble in past years, and mills were forced 
to take orders at prices below that in which 
there was a fair profit, in order to keep 
their plants running. A manufacturer said 
that prices were as low now as they could 
go, and that they must eventually go higher, 
or the cost of production must be reduced 
before there would be large profits for the 
mills. 

The condition of the rag market seems 
to be improving somewhat over that of a

few weeks ago, and, while there is little 
change from week to week, it is noticeable 
when the monthly statements are com- 
pared. There seemis to be little change in 
the price of rags, and the mills are only 
buying enough te run them from time to 
time before the combine takes charge of 
the plants. .A number of rag men have 
been in the city this week looking the field 
over, and it is said that some very fair or- 
ders were taken. [It is expected that some 
enterprising rag dealer will wake up some 
bright morhing in the near future with a 
consolidation idea, and start out with the 
idea that “there are millions in it.” 


High Water Causes Trouble, 

The high water in the river this week has 
seriously affected some of the mills, par- 
ticularly those on the third level canal and 
those which discharge the water from their 
wheel pits directly into the river. Some of 
the mills have been obliged to use steam 
entirely, while others have managed to run 
part of their plants with water, and have 
kept the entire mills running by a com- 
bination of water and steam power. Other 
mills have been obliged to shut down in 
part, as their steam power plants were not 
sufficient to drive all of the machinery. . In 
speaking of this condition of affairs, a man- 
ufacturer said that the water began to em- 
barrass them Saturday, and the trouble has 
continued more or less during the entire 
week, although it is subsiding somewhat at 
present, but all of the snow in the north 
has not disappeared as yet, and until some 
warm rains come it can be expected that 
the river will be troublesome. A manu- 
facturer stated this afternoon that, owing 
to the trouble which Holyoke mills .have 
been having with water power for the past 


few years, nearly every mill in the city was ! 


increasing its steam power plant, and in 
his opinion all of the mills would be 
equipped in the near future with plants 
which would operate them independent of 
water. It is understood that some of the 
mills were contemplating the use of elec- 
tricity in this connection before the fine 
writing combine was projected, but no en- 
largement of a steam or electrical nature 
will be made in any of the mills until the 
combine is finally disposed of, as options 
have been given on the plants, and the 


manufacturers do not propose to spend | 


more money on the plants until the ques- 
tion is settled. 

The sale of the bonds of the Holyoke 
and Westfield Railroad, which are owned 
by the city, has this week been brought 
prominently before the manufacturers by 
the action of the board of aldermen at a 
meeting held Tuesday evening, when that 
body passed an order authorizing the sale 
of the bonds at a price not less than $200 
per bond. The stock at the present time 
is selling far above par, and this is con- 
sidered only a fair price which the city 
should receive from the sale of the bonds. 
The manufacturers are about equally 
divided, I understand, regarding the sale of 
the bonds, and strong arguments are ad- 
vanced why.they should and should not be 
disposed of. Some of the manufacturers 
consider it doubtful if the bonds can be 
sold at the figure named by the board oi 
aldermen, while others think that the price 
will be readily paid by some company de- 
siring to finally get control of the. road. It 
is generally believed that the stock will be 
purchased by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company, which at 
present holds a lease of the road, and oper- 
ates it in connection with its New Haven 
and Northampton branch. 

Charles P. Randall, of the Parsons Pa- 
per Company, was in Boston to-day on a 
short business trip. 

School Committeeman E. N. White, of 
the Smith & White Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and Alderman F. B_Towne, of the 
National Blank Book Company, have re- 
turned home after a brief Western trip for 
their respective companies. Both say that 
the Western business is bound to be good 
this fall.

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the taking of the gas and electric lighting 
plants of said company for a period of five 
years, provided the rights of the city are 
fully protected in the matter. 

Ordered, further; that the ‘said.commit- 
tee be and it is hereby empowered, in 
case said matter is deferred, to make a 
contract with the Holyoke Water Power 
Company for furnishing gas and _ electric 
light and power to the city of Holyoke 
for a term of ‘five years. 


Manufacturers are much interested in 
the taking of the gas and electric plants 
by the city. It will create a large indebt- 
edness, and there are other reasons why 
the manufacturers think the taking of the 
plants should be deferred. It is stated that 
before the city solicitor can approve of the 
order it must be revised somewhat. A 
prominent local attorney told your. corre- 
spondent recently, in discussing the matter, 
that it was his opinion that the city had no 
alternative but to take the plants at the 
price fixed by the commission, providing 
that price was not above the limit which 
can be borrowed by the city under ‘the 
State laws, as it was a vote of a majority 
of the voters to take the plants. The case 
is now being heard in Boston, and the tak- 
ing of testimony will consume consider- 
able time. 

The amount raised thus far for the pub- 
lic library building foots up to about $48,- 
ooo, and it is stated that should the fine 
writing combine go through in the very 
near future additional subscriptions would 
be received from some of the paper trade 
men. 


The Holyoke Steam Boiler Works are 
running on some fair-sized orders for mills 
outside of the city. The works have 
turned out some large orders for the Hol- 
yoke mills. The company is delayed in 
filling its orders, as much trouble is expe- 
rienced in getting material a“ the roll- 
ing mills on time. 

The Holyoke Paper Ciliates has had 
large demands for its photographic paper 
recently described in these columns, and 
just what to do with the industry is a puz- 
zle to the company. This branch of the 
trade needs larger quarters than it has 
at present, and an addition must be pro- 
vided if it is to be carried on successfully; 
but the Holyoke company has given a 
price to the combine for which it will sell 
its plant, and it does not wish to erect fur- 
ther additions. Then, too, it is said to be 
a question whether the combine will con- 
tinue the branch or dispose of it. 

The trade in bristols is said to have 
slacked off somewhat during the past 
two weeks. The local mills running on 
this line of goods have been quite busy 
up to within two weeks, but orders have 
fallen off of late. 


It is stated by a prominent local concern 
interested in mill supplies and machinery 
that no extensive repairs are contemplated 
upon any of the mills this summer, and 
very little will be done unless the combine 
assumes control prior to the annual July 
shutdown. 

It will be of interest to the paper manu- 


‘facturers to know that the Holyoke Water 


Power Company has granted the city per- 
mission to erect a stone arch bridge over 
the third level canal, near the Holyoke 
plant of the United States Envelope Com- 
pany. The canal will be widened by the 
city when the bridge is built, and piers will 
be placed in the canal. The extra width 
given the canal will more than compensate 
for the amount of room taken up by the 
piers. It is stated that the bridge will be 
similar to the one built on Cabot street, 
near the mill of the Riverside Paper Com- 
pany. 

The Esleeck Paper Company is “peg- 
ging along as usual,” and its only trouble 
this week has been high water, which ne- 
cessitated the shutting down of one ma- 
chine. The company is running very suc- 
cessfully at present on bond and high- 
grade linen papers, and its Debenture 
bond has sold well. 

The Linden Paper Company reports that 
its trade in its regular lines of linen and 
bond papers has been good, and that the 
mill has been kept very busy this week 
upon regular orders. Ferry.

FAILURE OF RUSSELL & SON. 


Liabilities of a Paper Mas Manisfacturing Firm of 
” Penn Yan—Other Failures Affect- 
ing the Trade. 





Paper stock men in this city and else- 
where are waiting with some anxiety the 
statement of Russell & Birkett, whose fail- 
ure last week at Penn Yan resulted in the 
suspension of business in the manilla pa- 
per mill at the same place operated by 
Russell & Son. The heaviest paper stock 
losers were N. V. Cantasano & Brother 
and Michael Pascarella, each of whom are 
creditors to the extent of $5,000. Edwin 
Butterworth & Co., Chase & Norton, R. 
H. Overton & Son, Maurice O'Meara, C. 
B. Hewitt & Brother and George W. Mil- 
ler & Co. are interested in amounts varying 
from $500 up to $1,500. The firm of Rus- 
sell & Son was rated at $125,000, according 
to its own testament. It has sent circulars 
to all the creditors, asking them to submit 
their claims and stating tnat there will be 
no preference shown. Russell & Son filed 
a petition in bankruptcy on April 13. Penn 
Yan is in the northern bankruptcy district, 
the court being located at Buffalo.
